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DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons For Allowance 

The prior art of reference has failed to disclose to suggest a prosthesis assembly as 
recited in independent claims 54, 57 and 60, wherein a wire skeleton extends from one 
respective proximal end to another respective distal end in each proximal prosthesis and distal 
prosthesis. 

Claims 54-58, 60-62, 64-66 are allowed.
